To a 
ri'pi'esenlat ivo of Till'; CouiNlsr the t/'ap- 
tain stated that a great deal that was 
iiiitriie had boen circulated In regard to 
the mines on tho streams entering 
the Yukon, lie knew what was really 
being done from the fact that his son was 
mining and wintering on Forty-mile 
creek, aiul also because he had come out 
with miners who had .secured a good re 
turn from the very mines tliat were .said 
to bo poor. li'orty-milo crook i.s not a 
small St roam, but an important tributary 
to tlie ^'llkoll, and though disooverud 
late ill the fall of 188(i, a coiisiilerabie 
number of iiieii were engaged iiiiiiiiig 
there from thirty to thirty-live days dur- 
ing the season. This they had to do in 
the primeval style by rocking, there be- 
iic; little tall to tin; stroain in this region,

Men on this crook 
sia'iired good pay, from ailiO to SiM per 
day, and the two last who came out with

emptying into It, and they will continue 
to do so.

Mr, Ogilvie 
has refeirod to tho pass in bis report, and 
iiicorpoiated it in his maps, sent to 
Ottawa, ^and recommends that the Do- 
minion authorities move in the matter.

as in the present instance, give rise to a 
suicidal impulse. In women and children 
the absence of due control over the emo- 
tions is freiiuently due to the unhealthy 
development which results from the ordin- 
ary system of foiiialo education. Violent 
emotional disturbances, when freiiuently 
rojiealed, leave a mark on the mind akin 
to the wrinkles which follow their expres 
sion ou the features, and disfigure one 
like the other. Too great care cannot be 
shown in shielding the young and the 
emotionally weak from such mtluences, 
the ofFect of which may be injurious and 
lasting.
